Out of approximately 150 pizza 
places in the Sacramento area 
there is only one that, in addition 
to pizza, sells the largest and most 
unique selection of pizza's most 
customary companion, beer. 

“We have the best selection of 
drafts in Sacramento County,” 
said Francie Fitzsimmons, man- 
ager of Mountain Mike’s Pizza, 
locate<i at 2033 Arden Way. 

Mountain Mike's Pizza fea- 
tures a selection of 15 stouts, ales 
and lagers on draft, nine of which 
are made at microbreweries in the 
area, including Sacramento's own 
Rubicon Brewing Company. 

“We feature small U.S. brewer- 
ies that use all natural ingredi- 
ents,” Fitzsimmons said. 

Microbreweries are small 
breweries whose products are to- 
tally handcrafted. 

Mountain Mike’s features 
amber and dark beer from St. 
Stan’s, a microbrewery in 
Modesto, and Anchor Steam lager 
from San Francisco. Anchor 
Steam is the smallest and oldest of 
the microbreweries. Sierra Ne- 
vada ale from Chico, a dark beer 
made in Nevada City at a mi- 
crobrewery of the same name, 
Truckee, a lager made in Truckee 
and Rubicon’s pale ale and stout 
can all be found on tap at Moun- 
tain Mike’s. 

In addition to the microbrewery 
drafts, Mountain Mike’s has three 
different imported beers, Wat-

neys, Watneys London Light, and 
Newcastle, all from England. 
Domestic beers include 
Budweiser, Miller Genuine Draft, 
Coors Light and Old Milwaukee. 

Mountain Mike’s serves these 
fine drafts at thew mini-bar for 
$1.50 a glass or $3.95 a pitcher for 
domestics. Premiums, or mi- 
crobrewery beers and imports, 
sell for $i.95 a glass and $5.95 a 
pitcher. During Happy Hour, 
which is from 4-8 p.m. daily, all 
pitchers are $1.00 off, premium 
glasses are $1.50 and a glass of 
domestic beer is $1.00. Old Mil- 
waukee sells for SO cents for a six 
ounce glass and $2.50 pei pitcher 
all of the ume. 

If 15 choices is too overwhelm- 








ing for those who have a tough 
time makil.,, Jocisions, Mountain 
Mike’s has a solution, For $2.00 
the beer epicure can have three six 
ounce samples of their choice. 

Mountain Mike’s may not be 
the average brewpub patron’s 
idea of the emblematic meeting 
place with dart boards, pooi tables 
and drunken revelers, but in con- 
trast its bright and airy atmos- 
phere welcomes those who want 
to relax, study or share a pizza 
with friends. 

Also, Mountain Mike’s has an 
“All You Can Eat Buffet” for 
$2.95 from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Monday through Friday and 
Wednesday nights from 5 p.m. to 
9 p.m. for $4.95. 
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This summer Moates will be performing with the 
Santa Rosa Summer Repertory Theater, then it‘s off 
to New York. He has several friends there to lend 
some support, but it will sull be tough.

The Gown 


The gown ts ordinarily black 
for academic degrees, but certain 
universities have authorized the 
use of colored gowns. The pattern 
varies with the degree held: 
pointed sleeves for the bachelor’s 
degree; short sleeves for the mas- 
ter’s degree; and round, fuil 
sleeves for the doctorate. The 
bachelor’s and master’s gowns 
have no trimmings. The doctoral 
gown is faced down the front with 
black veivet and trimmed with 
three bars of the same material 
across the sleeves — or the color 
of this velvet may be that of the 
subject in which the degree is 
granted.

The Hood 


Hoods are not usually worn for 
the bachelor’s degree. The mas- 
ter’s hood is shorter and lacks the 
panels of the doctoral hood. 
Hoods are lined with the color of 
the school, two colors being 
shown by putting chevrons of one 
color on the other color. The bind- 
ing or edging of the hood is velvet 
of the color pertaining to the sub- 
ject of the degree. 


The Cap 
The standard cap is the mortar- 
board, usually the color of the 
gown. The standard tassel is 
black. Doctoral caps have gold 
tassels. 


Official Colors 
Represented among colors worn 
by members of the faculty are 
more than 100 colleges and uni- 
versities from which they have 
earned their highest degrees.
